Vira 





Asters 

It is unwise to figure on sufficient rainy spells at this 
season of the year and much safer in this case to rely 
on the hose for aster success than on the heavens until 
the first center bud appears, however, not much water- 
ing will be necessary and should not be applied unless 
the first part of the season proves uncommonly dry. 
But as soon as the buds begin to form and right along 
through the entire picking season great quantities of 
water are needed for the bringing forth of large and 
perfectly formed flowers, such as alone will make the 
growing of asters profitable. Where the field is a large 
one this could not be done anyway. The best plan then 
to follow is to water one part or section of the field 
one day, another the next day and so on, until at the 
end of four or five days the entire field has been gone 
over, when, should the weather continue dry, the process 
should be repeated. 


Callas 


Callas that have bloomed or been growing all winter 
should have a rest during the summer, which allows 
them to recuperate up new vigor for another season’s 
flowering. They will ripen up better when placed in a 
warm sunny position until they need to be shaken out 
again the last of July or the first half of August when 
they can be potted up. Calla tubers are so inexpensive that 
it hardly pays to raise one’s own stock, but if a quantity 
of the smaller offsets are planted out in rich ground 
they will increase in size surprisingly and can be potted 
up early in September, if carefully lifted, so as to keep 
the roots intact. Well watered and stood for a few days 
in partial shade they will grow right ahead and soon fill 
the pots with roots, or they can be planted in 3-inch 
pots and later shifted into 5-inch and plunged out of 
doors and they will make strong plants by end of Sep- 
tember. 


Chrysanthemums 


Those who grow chrysanthemums in the house from 
first to last can give them better attention at all times. 
Do not neglect giving them a good syringing early 
every morning, which will allow the foliage time to dry 
out nicely before night-fall, but during dark or cloudy 
weather keep the plants as dry as possible. It should 
always be remembered that these plants will never stand 
humid or stagnant atmosphere. So first of all see that 
they have plenty of fresh air. During the hot weather, 
damping down will be necessary two or three times 
a day on the walks or paths. Go over the beds every 


day and water the dry places. Do not let the plants 
get overrun with fly before using effective means to keep 
them under control. 

Adiantums 


Now is the time to make new beds of adiantum for 
future cutting. No asparagus, no matter how soft and 
feathery will ever take the place of adiantum and every 
retail grower who can provide a house in which he can 
maintain a temperature not less than 60 degrees during 
zero weather, should devote some bench room to its 
culture. Stocks out of 24 inch pots is all right but 
better and quicker results will be obtained by making 
use of larger plants. The present is as good a time as 
any to prepare for planting out, and even if you should 
not get as large and as fine fronds as your wholesaler 
supplies, you will appreciate having a good number of 
plants to cut from next winter. The adianturn like 
most members of the fern family, flourishes in mellow 
loam. This with a fair amount of well-rotted cow 
manure and a little sharp sand will do nicely. Provide 
good drainage and allow about one foot of space between 
the plants. 


Pansies 


To have pansies for winter flowering now is the 
time to make a sowing. Sow broadcast in a cold 
frame where the soil has been worked and raked until 
it is fine and mellow. Sow not too thickly, cover with 
fine soil and press firmly all over with a board, then 
water gently with a fine hose. Keep shaded until they 
begin to come up. When seedlings have made growth 
so they can be nicely handled they can be transplanted 
into other frames. The soil should be made rich and 
quite a bit of leaf mold mixed in. They can be planted 
from 6 to 8 inches apart each way. The pansy is quick 
to germinate and during the few days intervening be- 
tween sowing seed and the little plants showing through 
the ground keep the beds constantly moist. Evening 
and morning watering may not be enough. Water ten 
times if necessary and never let the surface of the bed 
become parched. 


Solanums 


In order to have these in good sized plants by the 
fall they will want constant attention. Where they are 
planted out go over the ground every week and hoe and 
cultivate them. Keep the plants pinched back regu- 
larly so they will form bushy plants. Those that are 
grown under pot culture will want shifts from time to 
time.

Secretary Saunders’ recommendation to the 
The American Peony Society that it discounte- 
test of nance the placing on the market of any new 
fitness variety of peony until it has proven its supe- 
riority to varieties already disseminated will 
meet with universal approval. The only possible dis- 
senter to the carrying out of this principle might be the 
man with a pet production which to his magnified 
vision will loom up with an effulgence invisible to any- 
one else. For peonies, sweet peas, carnations, roses, 
chrysanthemums, dahlias or any other genus of flowers 
which is being developed by the hybridist, the fond 
worker who can see only the virtues and none of the 
defects in his “creations” will continue to be the big 
stumbling block but the time has come when each and 
all must submit to the cold-blooded scrutiny of the 
special society judges and without the sanction of such 
one’s pets are not likely to travel very far from their 
birthplace. 
A strong note in the Nurserymen’s Conven- 
For tion at Detroit last week, as indicated by 
greater the reports which have reached us, was the 
efficiency je0ed of “a better national association.” It 
is a more hopeful sign in the case of an 
individual or an organization that dereliction or other 
imperfection be acknowledged from within rather than 
charged from without. We make no indictment against 
the nurserymen’s organization when we say that this 
point was well taken. There is no association with 
which we have to do that could not materially raise its 
standard of efficiency and be made far more useful than 
at present. It only requires that this fact be felt and 
confessed and that the upbuilding and improvement be 
seriously taken in hand forthwith. If we were disposed 
to pick a flaw in the body above mentioned we might say 
that a little less conservatism and a more enterprising 
attitude towards the new and improved garden material 
continually being brought to light by hybridists and 
collectors would undoubtedly be welcomed by the 
garden loving public of this country. 
The coming fall promises to be one of 
Lively the liveliest, if not the very liveliest, thus 
times ahead far in the matter of flower shows. Apart 
from the usual multitude of annual fall 
exhibitions by local societies we now find four very am- 
bitious projects in the field for this year, all aiming 
to be more or less national in scope, namely, in Cleve- 
land, Rochester, Chicago and San Francisco. All these 
are scheduled for October and early November except 
Rochester, which is a September proposition. All hope to 
attract trade exhibitors from far and near and it cer- 
tainly will keep any exhibitor of trade stock hustling 
to cover all the ground that it will be to his direct in- 
terest to reach. To the S. A. F. is due the credit for 
having innitiated these trade enterprises and proved 
their value commercially to both those who want to sell 
and those who wish to buy, and particularly for having 
made the discovery of the value of the trade annex 
in a public flower show as a revenue producer and 
assistant annihilator of that dread bugbear known as 
a deficit. But our country is growing very rapidly 
horticulturally as well as otherwise and any trade dealer 
who seeks to maintain a position of national promi- 
nence will have to dig down deeper and deeper into his 
pockets and draw more heavily on his resources of en- 
ergy and enterprise as the years pass. To trade paper 
advertising and the trade exhibitions must he resort 
and that liberally if he expects to hold his main line 
of trenches. 
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AMERICAN SWEET PEA SOCIETY. 


The sweet pea exhibition held in the 
Palace of Horticulture, Panama-Pa- 
cific International Exposition, June 11- 
13, under the auspices of the American 
Sweet Pea Society and under the man- 
agement of F. G. Cuthbertson was a 
wonderful show and pronounced suc- 
cess. On Friday, the Exposition offici- 
als recognized the occasion and desig- 
nated the day as “Sweet Pea Day,” send- 
ing Commissioner Chas. Vogelsang. 
who, in a neat speech presented the 
president with a bronze plaque in com- 
memoration of the event. They also 
furnished a brass band of forty pieces. 
Papers were read by F. G. Cuthbert- 
son and Mrs. Scannavina, president of 
the State Floral Society. 

The show was extremely popular 
and thousands of people visited it, 
packing the aisles from morning until 
ten o’clock at night on each of the 
three days. A more successful show 
has never been held in California. 
Nothing but sweet peas were shown. 
The management had to change the 
date hurriedly twice on account of the 
weather, and it says a good deal for 
the enthusiasm of the California grow- 
ers that such a show was attained. The 
vestibule of the Palace of Horticulture 
was filled to overflowing with magnif- 
icent sweet pea blossoms. Perhaps the 
greatest feature of the show were the 
floral designs which reflected great 
credit on the local florists. 

During the afternoon Commissioner 
Voglesang, representing the President 
of the Exposicion, presented Lester L. 
Morse, as president of the American 
Sweet Pea Society, with a _ bronze 
plaque. President Morse replied and 
expressed his pleasure at being able to 
hold such an exhibition at the Pana- 
ma-Pacific International Exposition. 

The judges for the gardeners’ and 
amateur classes were Fred H. Howard, 
of Howard & Smith, Nurserymen, Los 
Angeles; Emory E. Smith, of Emery 
& Smith, San Frencosco; John McLar- 
en, superintendent of parks, San Fran- 
cisco. The decorative classes were 
judged by G. A. Dennison, Chief of 
Horticulture. During the afternoon 
the show was thron_ed with visitors, 


and from all accounts, the California 
Sweet Pea Show has come to stay.

The competition in this class was 
very keen and the exhibits attracted a 
great deal of attention during the after- 
noon, 

For the President's silver cup there were 
four entries. Prize was awarded to the Fran- 
cis Floral Co., San Francisco, for a jewelled 
bridal parasol design. The design stvod 
ten feet high and each section of the para- 


sol was a different color of Spencer sweet 
peas. The other designs were as follows: 
Pelicano, Rossi & Co., “Liberty Bell,” 
standing about 5 feet 6 inches high and 
worked in White Spencer, Helen Lewis, 
King Edward Spencer and Constance 
Oliver. Frank R. Clark of the Blossom 
Shop, “Tower of Jewels.” Mrs. R. B. Dar- 
bee, “Horn of Plenty.” 

In the class open to seed growers 
and seedsmen, C. C. Morse & Co, put 
up a magnificent collection, covering 
200 sq. ft. and representing 200 vari- 
eties of Spencers. The exhibition was 
the best ever seen on the coast and 
perhaps the finest ever put up in 
America. 

New Miriam Beaver occupied the 
center and showed off to splendid ad- 
vantage against the black velvet back- 
ground. Countess Spencer and Mar- 
garet Atlee made the two corner posts 
for the exhibit. The new variety, Scin- 
tillator, a cream ground Aurora, 
aroused great interest. The jury rec- 
ommended that an award of merit be 
given to this variety. To add interest 
to their exhibit, Messers. Morse & Co., 
showed a small vase of the original 
blue and purple sweet pea, then to 
represent a stage ahead a vase of 
Grandifloras and a vase of giant Spen- 
cers, having stems twenty-five inches 
long and large, beautiful blossoms. 
This exhibit was awarded the gold 
medal of the British National Sweet 
Pea Society and was recommended by 
the jury of awards for a medal of 
honor from the P. P. I. E. 

W. Atlee Burpee & Co. of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., were awarded the silver 
medal presented by the British Na- 
tional Sweet Pea Society for their 
splendid display, covering 100 sq. ft., 
nicely set up by Mr. Ellings, of the 
Lynch Nursery Company, Menlo Park. 
The center portion of the exhibit was 
entirely given over to Burpee & Com- 
pany’s novelty “Fiery Cross.” The 
jury of the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition recommended that a 
gold medal be awarded to Messrs. Bur- 
pee & Co., for their exhibit. The col- 
lection included about fifty of Burpee 
& Company's leading novelties and 
especially fine vases of Margaret Atlee, 
Thomas Stevenson, Helen Grosvenor,

ROCHESTER PLANS BIG FLOWER 
SHOW 


Rochester, N. Y., is arranging for a 
big flower show from August 30 to 
September 11. It is to be held under 
the auspices of the Rochester Exposi- 
tion, declared to be the biggest muni- 
cipal exposition in the United States, 
now in its eighth year and attended 
annually by upward of 250,000 people. 
This is the first year of the flower 
show, and if it meets with the same 
success as have the other depart- 
ments of the exposition, the Rochester 
Flower Show will soon be recognized 
as a national event. 

The exposition includes many of the 
best features to be found at big state 
fairs and is attended by people from 
all over the country. Co-operating 
with the management of the exposi- 
tion is a committee of five members 
of the Rochester Florists’ Association, 
which has an enviable record for the 
artistic nature of its flower shows. 
The members of the committee are 
George B. Hart, chairman, who is the 
president of the local Florists’ Asso- 
ciation; Charles H. Vick, of James 
Vick’s Sons; Harry E. Bates, of Lord 
& Burnham Co.; Fernando J. Keller, 
of J. B. Keller’s Sons, and A. H. Sal- 
ter, of Salter Brothers. Until last 
year, Mr. Vick was superintendent of 
the flower show at the New York 
State Fair at Syracuse and is well 
known to growers and florists every- 
where. This year he is devoting his 
entire energy to the Rochester Flower 
Show. 

It is the hope of the committee to 
make Rochester the meeting place for 
the grower and the florist, the seeds- 
man and the importer. As an induce- 
ment for the big growers and seeds- 
men to exhibit their plants, flowers 
and other products at Rochester, the 


committee makes the very attractive 
proposition of free space for all ex- 
hibitors. There is to be absolutely 
no charge of any kind for space or 
entry fees. ° 

One of the best buildings at Exposi- 
tion Park, which is owned by the 
municipality, has been assigned to 
the flower show. It contains upward 
of 20,000 square feet of unobstructed 
floor space, with high skylight roof, 
well equipped with water and sewer 
outlets; in fact, having been con- 
structed specially for exhibition pur- 
poses, it is provided with every con- 
venience, and those who go to Roches- 
ter will undoubtedly find it to be the 
most ideally adapted hall for a flower 
show that they have yet encountered. 

Not only does the committee pur- 
pose to exert every effort to have the 
biggest growers in the country make 
exhibits, but they also intend to see 
that the retail florists and others in- 
terested in the trade go to Rochester. 
It is believed that the Rochester show 
will furnish a splendid opportunity for 
business, bringing the growers and re- 
tailers together to get acquainted. 

The city of Rochester has a popu- 
lation of 250,000, with another three- 
quarters of a million within a radius 
of fifty miles. With this immense 
population and with the personal in- 
vitations to be sent out to the florists 
of all the eastern states, there will un- 
doubtedly be a big attendance. Not 
only the interests which appeal to the 
growers directly, but also to their 
families, will be an extra inducement 
to visit the Rochester show.

Florist Club. 
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Flower Market Reports 


Last week’s record was a 


BOSTON bright one, considering 
the season, and _ stock 
found a fair market as a rule. This 


week the summer dullness has settled 
down with crushing weight and with 
a suddenness unprecedented and un- 
looked for. There is “nothing doing” 
for the time being and it is fortunate 
that the receipts are being reduced 
from day to day in the wholesale es- 
tablishments. Peonies are finished 
and the rose and carnation growers 
are sending in much reduced quanti- 
ties. Carnations, however, are in im- 
movable surplus and the quality is not 
any too good. Sweet peas are very 
fine. So are cattleyas, but they are 
plentiful and nobody seems to want 
them, which is unfortunate and much 
to be regretted from many view- 
points. The quality of the roses com- 
ing in is excellent and the rose seems 
to have at least as good an outlook 
for the next few weeks as any other 
item on the list. 


Quite a_ satisfactory 
BUFFALO week’s' business was 
had the previous week. 
Weddings, school commencements, 


etc., greatly helped to swell the week’s 
receipts. The supply and quality of 
flowers was good considering the se- 
vere hot weather the growers had to 
contend with. In the rose line My 
Maryland was the leader and Shawyer 
second and at times not enough of the 
choice stock could be had. Killarney 
is running small and of poor color. 
Red Killarney is fair; Sunburst, Taft 
and Ward excellent, and sales on all 
roses has beer exceptionally good. 
Friday and Saturday saw a good clean- 
ing up of carnations, although prices 
were not high. Lilies are over abun- 
dant. Some choice indoor America 
gladioli are excellent; lily of the val- 
ley and lots of outdoor and indoor 
sweet peas have had a fair sale. 
Last week closed with 
CHICAGO a little spurt of busi- 
ness. Buyers were out 
in force, keen to see bargains, and a 
lot of stock moved out of the whole- 
salers’ way. Prices varied greatly, but 
the average was low, the wholesalers 
recognizing the fact that summer is 
here and the retailer is taking chances 
on selling again. The quality all 
around is all that can be desired. No 
extreme heat has reduced the vitality 
of stock and a fair amount of sun- 
shine has kept color good. Peonies 
might be said to be all cut now, the 
few that straggle in being poor, and 
cold storage stock is showing up very 
satisfactorily, evidently not having 
been damaged to any extent by the 
frost. Prices hold up the best on pe- 
onies. American Beauties are of ex- 
tra good quality and the long ones are 
in excess of the short lengths. Of car- 
nations and roses in general there is 
any amount and the price depends 
upon the quantity you want and how 
good a talker you are. The miscel- 
laneous stock is so large at present 
that some consider it a detriment to 
the market.

stemmed gladioli are a strong feature 
of the market both in quantity and 
quality and they go well. The same 
may be said of the large flowering 
delphiniums, although we cannot ex- 
pect these to remain with us much 
longer. 
With the exception 
PITTSBURGH of the _ inevitable 
funeral work, 
which, from the florists’ point of view 
is “remarkably good,” the season is 
over, the harvest practically ended. 
Outdoor larkspur, coreopsis, foxglove 
and delphinium are at their best but 
it is the sweet peas that are taking 
better than anything else and meeting 
a ready sale at fair prices. Gladioli 
are also in demand but the prices are 
pathetically low. Carnations are still 
fairly good, but with the exception of 
ramblers, which are fine, but without 
sale, the roses show the effect of the 
warm weather. American Beauties 


are all off. 
June business 
SAN FRANCISCO among the re- 
tailers was a 


little above the average of former 
years owing to the many Exposition 
functions in addition to the usual 
work for school exercises, weddings, 
etc. Stock continues plentiful and 
most lines show excellent quality. 
The offerings of gladioli are very 
heavy, but they manage to clean up at 


low prices. Good carnations are 
rather scarce. Dahlias are more 
abundant, especially Delice, which 


show good quality and meet with 
much favor. A few yellow callas are 
offered and are easily disposed of at 
higher prices than can be obtained for 
white. Unusually fine supplies of 
Lilium giganteum for this’ time of the 
year are coming in from down the 
peninsula. The market is well sup- 
plied with good roses and the short- 
stemmed specimens are almost in ex- 
cessive supply. Some nice Irish Ele- 
gance is appearing and the limited sup- 
ply is readily absorbed. Cecile Brun- 
ner still gives good satisfaction both 
in quantity and quality. Taft sells 
well, and Sunburst is popular. Greens 
are plentiful. 

The market continues 
in an over crowded 
condition which prom- 
ises to last for some time. There are 
plenty of fine roses and carnations, 
with prices exceedingly low. Sweet 
peas and gladioli are giving the whole- 
saler some trouble now as the glut is 
on since the outdoor gladioli came in. 
The growers are complaining of too 
much rain which has caused outdoor 
stock to suffer much of late. 


ST. LOUIS. 


Last week was a 
very quiet one. 
There is far more 
stock coming in than the market can 
possibly absorb and more than half 
of it is finding its way to the trash 
piles. There are plenty of good qual- 
ity flowers, although the locally grown 
roses and carnations are not much 
as to size. These are easily supplant- 
ed by those from the northern ranges 
where the retailer or the customer is 
willing to pay a slightly advanced 
price. There are more than enough 
gardenias to fill all demand. There

Albert E. Oliphant. 


Albert E. Oliphant, Washington, D. 
C., and who has worked on the Pres- 
ident’s domain for a period of thirty- 
three years, passed away at his late 
home, 3033 Eleventh St., after a pro- 
tracted illness. Mr. Oliphant was 
about fifty-four years of age. He 
joined the forces at the White House 
when a young man and for a number 
of years had direct charge of the 
flower gardens and conservatories. 
Some years ago, by reason of his long 
service, he was promoted to the posi- 
tion of foreman of the grounds. Dur- 
ing his many years connection with 
the White House he made thousands 
of corsage and other bouquets for the 
use of its occupants, as well as decor- 
ating the rooms on innumerable oc- 


casions for receptions and other social 
events. He knew well the families 
of the presidents from Arthur to Wil- 


son. Mr. Oliphant is survived by his 
wife and three children. Upon hear- 
ing of his death, condolences were 


sent to his family by officials of the 
White House and others. 


Thomas Foulds 


After two years of failing health, 
the veteran gardener, Thomas Foulds, 
passed away at his home in Amherst, 
Mass., on Friday, June 18th, at the 
age of 69. He was born in Lanca- 
shire, England, and received his early 
gardening training in that country. 
He came to the United States about 
the year 1867 and for a time he lived 
in the west, but came back to Phila- 
delphia to be head gardener, first for 
Charles H. Rogers, and a few years 
later for the late William M. Singerly. 
About the year 1884 he started in the 
florist business at Gwynedd, Penn., 
and built up a very successful busi- 
ness. About eight or nine years ago 
he sold out and came to Northampton, 
Mass., where for a time he had charge 
of the grounds of the Peoples’ Insti- 
tute. Finally he assumed charge of 
the Leonard estate in Amherst, which 
position he held till his death. 

He was a true gardener, always 
faithful to his employers, and cherish- 
ing an intense love for his profession. 
He was the originator of the well- 
known Major Bonnaffon chrysanthe- 
mum. The grounds under his care al- 
ways reflected a master’s hand, and the 
plants and flowers seemed to thrive 
with unusual vigor. Indeed the flow- 
ers he loved so well seemed to have 
reflected their sweetness and beauty 
into his own nature and character— 
kindly, quiet and unassuming, with 
the dignified bearing of the perfect 
gentleman. He was twice married, 
and leaves a widow, two daughters, 
and three sons. The funeral was held 
in Grace Episcopal Church, Amherst, 
and was largely attended by the 
townspeople of Amherst, the Odd Fel- 
lows and Rebekahs of which he was 
a member, and the florists and gar- 
deners in this section of Massachu- 
setts. His life and character was an 
inspiration to all who had the privi- 
lege of knowing him.
